I have  at  last  arrived  in  a veiy  fair 
city,  one  that  recalls  Miami  Beach  with 
its  modernistic  buildings.  There  are 
no  towering  hotels  here  but  they  are  all 
a good  sqmre  size.  Not  all  of  .the 
buildings  are  white;  some  are  a pretty 
pink.  And  always  there  are  more  being 
built. 

Since  I arrived  here,  I*ve  been  making 
up  for  all  the  bananas  I haven’t  eaten 
in  two  years.  The  food  is  good  but 
uniformly  fish  and  meat.  Should  I com^ 
plain  at  having  meat  when  I want  it?  I 
hear  that  you  at  home  are  not  enjoying 
your  7 meatless  days  every,  week. 

The  weather  is  very  mild  - it’s  near 
the  end  of  June,  but  it  hasn’t  been 
oppressively  hot.  If  I’m  here  tliis 
winter,  I believe  it  will  be  quite  a 
tame  one,  or  so  we’ve  been  told. 

Give  my  best  to  everyone. 

We  noticed  in  ^the  AELIKGTON  SUN  that 
Maj.  Galen  M.  Buckles,  formerly  with 
NFIA  section  of  FCA  has  been  assigned 
to  the  occupational  air  force  in  Europe 
as  a member  of  the  99th  Bombardment 
Group,  a veteran  Flying  Fortress  unit 
of  the  15th  Air  Force,  He  has  served 
six  months  overseas  as  a group  gunnery 
officer.

Hinman  of  Falls  Church,  Va,,  former  em- 
ployee of  FCA.  you’ll  be  interested  to 
know  how  his  hobby  of  taming  parakeets 
has  brought  life  back  to  a youthful 
sailor,  as  reported  in  a recent  issue 
of  the  WASHINGTON  STAR; 

”Mr ; Hinman  tame s parakeet s . About 
four  months  ago  he  started  stroking  the 
baby  birds  for  a few  minutes  every  day. 
He  discovered  they  grew  to  like  the 
company  of  humans, 

’’Edward  Rowan,  Red  Cross  executive. . . 
suggested  the  bi.rds  be  taken  to  St. 


Elizabeth’s  wards  to  divert  mentally 
ill  servicemen, 

’’One  20-year- old  sailor  was  in  a 
stuporous  condition  from  effects  of  two 
years’  Pacific  duty.  From  Nov.  1944  to 
March  1945,  he  lay  on  a cot,  refusing 
to  speak.  One  day  last  March  Mr.  Rowan 
brought  the  first  parakeet  to  the  viard. 
The  other  patients  laughed  as  the  tiny 
bird  fluttered  from  shoulder  to  shoul- 
der, The  sailor  turned  his  head  to 
look.  The  other  patients  knew  the  doc- 
tors’ long  struggle  to  get  a word  from 
Jim,  One  of  them  silently  placed  the 
bird  on  his  limp  hand.  Into  Jim’s  eyes 
an  expression  was  creeping.  But  the 
doctor  did  not  know  whether  it  meant 
interest  or  murder. 

’’Suddenly  the  sailor  grabbed  the  bird. 

He  thrust  it  into  his  pocket.  The  doc- 
tor sighed.  Another  chance  ruined  and 
a dead  parakeet,  too,  he  thought  as  he 
started  toward  the  sailor.  But  then  he 
saw  a tiny  head  peeking  out.  Jim’s 
hand  curled  around  the  small  bulge  in 
his  pocket.  ’It’s  cold,’  he  said, 

’I'll  keep  it  warm.’ 

”Those  vjere  the  first  two  sentences  he 
had  spoken  voluntarily  since  he  was  ad- 
mitted months  before.  Every  day  some- 
one brought  the  parakeet  to  Jim.  Start- 
ing with  his  interest  in  the  bird,  the 
doctors  got  him  to  go  outdoors  with 
the  other  patients. . .Eight  vweks  after 
he  first  took  the  parakeet  in  his  hand, 
Jim  was  discharged.  He  asked  to  take 
the  bird  home  with  him, 

”Dr.  f inf red  Overholzer,  superintendent, 
said  the  usual  beneficial  effect  of  pets 
in  a mental  hospital  is  increased  with 
parakeets  because  they  are  easy  to 
handle,  and  he  added,  that  the  hospital 
and  patients  owe  a debt  to  Mr.  Hinman 
that  ceu:i  never  be  repaid,"
